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HEALTHIER, SAYS EXPER 


‘Dr. Corkery of Devon, Eng., 


Education Committee 
Thinks Country 
Unhealthy 


LONDON, May 22.—Towns and 
not the country are the places to 
find the healtiest children, accord- 
ing to Dr. T. H. Corkery, in a report 
to the Devon education committes. 
Dr. CorRery, who is school medical 
officer for the Plymouth district, 
finds “glorious Devon" no place 
for babies, 

“The rural child,” he writes, 
“hos lots its heritage to the child 
bred in the cities. Formerly one 
pictured the country child with a 
chubby face, pink cheekes, bright 
eyes and sturdy figure. Now you 
find many of the children in coun- 
try sehools are pale faced, anaemic- 
looking. 

Dr. Corkery ascribes the decline 
in the standard of health of coun 
try babies to migration of the best 
specimens of youth to the city, bad
